They have made the fallowing statements on the tlttulion la Albania* 

1* In July of this year 4 pareehatlet sent by the Anglo- heerlenne 
doe ended in the vicinity of LoehnJsa right on the ridge of Kabumare, Those 
individuals said they had with Mien 17 light arms* the individuals killed, 
in this district, the head of tho cooperative#, lte secretary, and evidently 
the se eret aiy of tho youth organisation. They loft a letter saying that any- 
one collaborating with the ^iwnunlets would nest tho eaae fate. This kill- 
log took pines 4 days after they had landed* In the plane of tho drop tho 
authorities found 4 parachutes, bread and ohooolatee. After this event the 
pUNtflmklsts aade off in the direction of Sulevee Psqint.

How the Artisan 'Cooperatives are formed. 

i 


The "puppet" government of Tirana, with its artisan coopera- 
tives has made a statue, supposedly dedleated by the united 
members o f all Albanian cooperatives. 


Following is the manner of forming a cooperative in a 
rreth ( prefecture ). At the disposition of this statue, two 
members of any profession gather and act in order to eeek 
union with other cooperatives which will help them. At their 
gathering they dlscuse and chose the personnel who will admin- 
ister their group. The central unions find a location for them 
and establish credit for them in a bank. The government with the 
aid of its agents distributes all types of propaganda to bring 
all professions into such a cooperative. They create fear in the 
people who have no desire to join by forbld&ng them the use of 
ration cards. Because no food can be had without such oarda the 
people eventually fall in line and join the cooperatives. The 
primary motive is to crush private establishments, and force 
them to always rely upon the state. 


In all these cooperatives the communist party attempts 
to put its own members in and whenever possible to have the 
secretary and admlaiatrative members party card holders who 
are loyal to the red regime. For all those people who do not 
wish to take part in the cooperative movement ( In addition 
to those previously mentioned ) the local unions have the right 
to force the private professional worker to move to some other 
section of the country or to mobilise them in work brigades 
where they do not receive the wages entitled for e heavy worker. 


The National union sends to each Cooperative its work 
plan which has to be realised and it is In this manner that 
the new materials required are known. The products that arc 
made are sent to the locals which place them first on sale 
for the state. Later sense am put on sale at the special shops 
for tie population. The produo ts sold at these special shops 
have very high prices which are set by the local. 
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who verktn have norm* which are set by the National, 
bub to aay without exaggeration thoy aro never realised, and 
it ia an eeeassioasl person who meets his quota* 

Most of ths professionals are vagabonds of the road 
whose only interest Is the peiitleal stats of ths coopers tires* 
Thoy demonstrate andsurvey the good workers and stzMghten out 
these who are' against the present r eg lms.

In Cores, after 
mush torture, Toll Shako declared 3,000 If spelean* j the nether of Tnshl 
Zikoa, 60 lapoloane and 400 dollars (American) j whereas the others Toll 
Katundl, Petraq Opart, Cristaq Cakuni and many others are in the prisons 
of the security polios. Ra ke Qir.leko . the former nest prominent business- 
man of Cores, has been in prison since 1945, was punished with 15 years 
in prison and was tortured by the security police in such a terrible way 
that he told them about three kettles ef gold which ho had Midden. In 
Doris the former merchant, Petro Spiro, died after $ hours of terrible 
tortures from the polios.

In the possession of the populace the quislings ef Tirana have decreed by v 
an ordanee that every exchange must be mad# only at the State Bank. This 
order pertains even to the gold tooth of individuals. 

In Korce there is permanently stationed Hito Csko. Oemnutder of the 
Division, and Major Bdip Cucj from Delvine who is the *emnandor of the 
Seourity S action. ThchoaJof the executive committee and the secretary 
oftfee Party Committee are Myftar Grabocka and Poti Shanlli. 

Recently there has boon seen along the roads ef Certs persons derated 
In English clothes whose duty it was to chase after subversive and suspected 
individuals. This was a hateful thing to the populace and caused hatred in 
every urban dwelling. 

At the end of July of this year unidentified persons burned two houses 
and killed the natters in the town of 'itkuq of Cores. The Communists as 
reprisal have arrested several inhabitants ef the town. 


Embossment* continue in all the State establishments, but sines those 
embessel^ments for the most part are committed by important persons in the 
Communist Party, the authorities do not take effective measures against the 
or late committers, but on the contrary they blame everything on no**arty

Tho greater portion of the agricultural products arc not seen in tho 
Albanian stores, neither urban or rural dwellers see olives, cheese, or 
butter.

In 
place of these are seen women, old men, and the children ef poor families 
who sell the clothes off their backs. In all of the city of Korea there 
are only 10 ologhing and food cooperatives, but even these have nothing 
in them. The famouB store where purchases were made in gold is now 
empty. 


In the month of August 1951, in the town of Ares, in the vicinity

The following information is a translation of notes given by Vasil Panel 
who wee a carpenter at the Haliq Fanu 

The Maliq Fans in the Vtotiahte Center 

Thle is the famous place where in 1949 92 Nationalist Albanians met their 
death at the dirty hands of Tasi Marfcos who was the director of the A ores prison 
and the policeman s kende Xhonalit and his comrades, Today the Kaliq farm alee 
oonmisfes of the former Oman Pojauoit, ef Cijligun and Aden Viliee of Zvirne fame. 
The director of this farm is Ilo Prifti who wee a former f armor agent in 1945 in 
the Korea area* Be only completed two ca-jseo in the middle agriculture school* 

The terrible life of the workers strikes your eyes* There are about 400 workers 
who live in very poor barracks* %e roads which lead to the center of the town 
are muddy in the winter, so muddy that the candles of the workers stick in the 
mud* At night there is no electricity or gas* Their food ie only 600 grams ef 
corn breed and water with peppers and team toes) sometimes beans and oil* Tbs 
main products do not go to the State but into the pockets of private individuals, 
chiefly party members# %eryday from June to November people con be seen with 
backets of fruits and vegetables going to Korea where it ie taken by Col* Hite 
Cakes, Beti Shonlliut and Kyftar Qrabokea and comrades* 

It must not be forgotten that the spoiled son of Taulla Duses has in the peat 
year tasted all the fruits and products of tills farm* His servant also had the 
same priviledges and could go nd pick up the products* This servant with the 
manager of the farm had killed the beat Natienlsts* The mother of Fetrltlt, 
with her elan used the system of flattery with Hen Prifti with the sole purepse 
of receiving good produets* it can net be doubted that all these elements acted 
this way because of fear as Petritit as a member ef the Central Committee could 
raise s greet deal of hall* The Communist propag nda tried to fool the workers 
saying this products was for the workers but woe to the person who took one. 
apple* 

On the here* farm the people of the Party and the famlies of Communist hero* 
have the right to receive the host products daily* The first in line are 
Taullahu, the father of Cel, Petritit and Hasan Mytevllu, the father of the 
Communist here v #r* Mytevellu*

According to the law in force every worker should have a small piece 
of land but only the ^emmmists have this* %besselmea&s have reached a high 
peak* The directors lie Prifti, *uat Xhakoli, ¥ &ni Vnde, Xhojdii Osman j, and 
the secretary ef the basic Caqe Loko are the men who steal the most but the 
head of ths farm blames the people* 

The workers resist these thieves and many tiroes refuse to work under these 
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tend itions* In order to ©arty out iia work the Party Oommittee of the Korea 
Area mobilizes by foree all the people, men and women, to work at the fanu 
These poor people obey from fear and at the pleasure of the director sometime* 
they are foreed to remain without geing home end without bread and water*

On contacting my other friend I showed him what X had and ho 
informed mo that the Slguriml forces gavs drugs to loyal followers

This plan, whioh I have mentioned, was carried out on my 
cousin, Shyqsrl Msduit, who was from tho town of Halarup* Be

Thus 
they were excluded from the ” front ”. These people are not 
allowed to visit each other, nor members of tho party or the 
" front " « They have to stay at one side at public gatherings 
and are the most heavily burdened when obligations are called 
for. People have even remained without burial because of thli 
measure. Another result has been a high number of purges of 
off leers • All the off leers of tho Slgurimi at tho time of Xoisi 
Xoxo are in part Idlled or Jailed, whereas ths slvll servants 
which were in the service of tho government have been discharged 
and are dying along aide tho read. They are not so cep ted as 
workers by the various state establishments.
